After on the 12. of Fune, there came another Warrant 
to the Conſtables of Radfield Hundred from Captain 
Fames Reynolds for the trained : Bands, both Worſe and 
Foot,to appear betore him atWeſter leys on ther 4.0f Func, 
1648. by 7. of the clock in the morning with Powder, 
Match, and Bullet, and that their Maſters ſhould ſend af- 
ter the rate, of 12, Pence per dem, for eyery Souldier. 
Upon which Warrants Sir Azthony uſed his endeavours 
to have gotten his Horſes and Arms ready, bur could not 
| againſt the day. | 
About the 15. of Fane, there came a Troop of Horſe 
| tothe Town of Burrow, and were running after a Horſe of 
- Sir Anthonies in his Park, he walking abroad ar that time, 
| and ſeeing them, demanded what they intended to do 
with that Horſe, they anſwered, take him, upon which Sir 
' Anthoxny replied, that the Horſe was to go to Captain Rey- 
| nolds by Warrant, ſo upon promiſe that the Horſes ſhould 
| be ſentinthe next day, if Sir Anthony could get his horſe 
| ready ; they left the horſe. | | 
| The nexc day about 3.0f the clock in the afternoon, one 
' Appleyard who is now brought as a Witnels againſt Sir 
| Anthony, and hath ſworn pro & contra, came with Troop- 
| ers to Sir Anthony his houſe, and demanded why Sir Au- 
thony had nort ſent in his horſes according to his promiſe, 
to which Sir A-zthony replied, he could not get his Arms 
ready, but would ſend them in as faſt as he could, but 4p- 
pleyard would not depart without them, but had them with 
him, the Horſes unſhod, and the Arms unfixed, by reaſon 
the Smith where they were could not tend to finiſh his.

Work; that night captain Fames Reynolds was ſet upon by 

his own brother at Linton, where Sir Anthony loſt two of 
his horſes and Arms. About the 17. of Fune, 1648. 

captain Pickering came with a Troop of horſe to the houſe 
of Sir Anthony Cage,and demanded to {peak with him,who 
when ſir Anth:came out to him in his Hall before theTroop, 
he charged ſir Anthony with ſending horſes to Linton to 
captain Reynolds, to which Sir Anthony replied, that by di- 
vers Warrants ſerved, upon him by the conſtables he was 
tro have ſent them, but they not being ready at the day ap- 
pointed by the Warrants, one who termed himſelf captain 
Appleyard, with Troopers, did fetch away the horſes and 
Arms, and would not ſtay to have the horſes ſhod, or the 
the Arms well fixed, but took them -with them as they 
were ; upon which anſwer captain Pzckering charged Sir 
Anthony to appear before the committee of the county, 
where he did appear about the 19. of Faure, 1648. and 
there affirmed the ſame he had done before to captain P#c- 
kering, whereupon the committee diſmiſſed him, telling 
him they had givenno Watrant to captain Pickering to 
bring him before them, but did take a Bond of him, to ap- 
pear before them at two days warning, upon a Note left at 
his houſe, if there ſhould be any thing objected againſt 
him, ſince which time he never heard any thing from 
them-concerning that'buſinels. About the ſame time, 
when the horſes were -at Lznton, there was a Wartant 
came to the conſtables hands of Burrow, under the captain 
Pickerings hand, for the ſending the trained horſes to Can- 
burtoa green, 'for which Sir Anthony was fined, becauſe he 
did not ſend his -horſes accordingto that Warrant, though 


the conſtables affirmed to- the committee. that he never - 


terved the Warrant upon Sir Anthony, becaule he knew

that his. horſes were gone before. to. captain Reyxolds, 


yet Sir Anthony was forced afterwards to pay the Fine. 
\ Aboutthe 27. of Fuly, his horſe went to Cambridge to 
captain Pickering by his Warrant, for-the poſture of de- 
fence for the county of Cambridge, and ſerved untill the 
firſt of Augn#, 1648. for which he-paid Waterſon the Ri- 
der for his Pay three Pounds f1x ſhillings, at two ſhillings 
the day, and one ſhilling ſix pence for blouding and drink- 
ing his horſe, in all three pounds ſeven thillings half peny, 
and received a diſcharge for his horſe and money under 
captain Pzckerings hand, dated Auzuſt 1. 1648. 

About the 10. of 0#eber, 1648. Fohn Tailor, Fohn 
Smith, and FohnWright, came to Sir Anthonzes houſe at 


Byrrow, with one M. Teoward, .and another, and charged 


Sir Anthony with ſending horſes to..Linton to captain Rey- 
zolds, for which they came to ſequeſter him, to which fir 
Anthony anſwered, he knew no reaſon for that, becauſe his 
horſes ſhould have gone by Warrants, but were fetched 
from his houſe by one captain Appleyard; they defired to 
ſee the Warrants which they did, the conſtable being ſent 
for, and affirming before them that he did by virtue of 
thoſe Warrants warn fir Anthony to ſend his horſes to 
captain Reynolds, for the ſervice of the country, upon 
which they ſeemed ſatisfied, and {aid, they had nothing to 
do with fir Anthony, but muſt look to the conſtable for 
the ſerving the Warrants, yet notwithſtanding after they 
were gone out of the houſe they leit a Warrant with the 
ſame conſtable to diſcharge fir Anthonies Tenants from 
payment of any Rents to him, untill further Order from 


them. 
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what the ſqueſtratours had done-ent is mano the Con: 


ſtable to fend him copies of the Warrants, and to make a 
Certificare, that they had charged him toſemd his. hovfes 
tro Captain Reynolds, which they did uiider their hands.

AVING fond fo good an Effect of the Order and Reſolutions agreed on laſt Seſſions, for the putting the Laws in Execution againſt Diſſen- 
ters ; It having wrought ſo great a Reformation; And ( in thoſe parts of the Connty where it was obſerved) reduced moſt of thoſe wan- 
dring People into the boſom of their Mother Church , whom they had undutifully forſaken ; We are encouraged and reſolved, chearfully 
to proceed in the Method we have begun; And we doubt not, but all thoſe whom His Majeſty hath intruſted in the Commiſſion-of the 
Peace of this County , will heartily concur with us, and ſhew their Zeal for our Eſtabliſhed Religion, and Love for the King, in the Pu- 
niſhing thoſe People who have declared themſelves Enemies to both. : : : 

AND though we will not take upon us to adviſe, yet we heartily recommend the putting thoſe Laws in Execution, to the chief Magiſtrates within the 
ſeveral Corporations of this County ; Inaſmuch as unleſs that be done , we cannever hope 'to reform the Conntry. And we would defire you all ( Gentle- 
men) ſeriouſly to conſider the great and more particular Obligations you haye received of the King , who, upon his happy Reſtauration , was graciouſly 
pleaſed to confirm to you all your ancient Privileges , and hath ſince given you ſo many Teſtimonies of His greatGrace and Kindneſs as ſhould raiſe you to 
the higheſt pitch of Loyalty; And we hope ( when you have throughly conſidered it ) you will not think it agreeable with the Rules of Loyalty and Grati- 
tude, to ſhelter and proteCt from Juſtice any of thoſe People who are profeſſed Enemies to the King and His Government ; But will inflict ſuch Puniſh- 
ments upon them as the Laws direct. | ; 

BUT more particularly , We deſire you would deliver up to us thoſe ungratefull Perſons ( Non-conformiſt Miniſters we mean ) who, in the late Rebelli- 
on, preached up Sedition and Treaſon; and, though the King, out of His wonderfull Grace and Mercy, hath ſince been pleaſed to pagtlon them , yet we have 
reaſon to fear, they take the ſame Methods, and endeayour to debauch the People with the ſame Doftrines ſtill. | 

AND becauſe it is a common ObjeCtion , That Profaneneſs, Debaucheries and Irreligion are countenanced, or never puniſhed by us , ( which yet thoſe 
Zealots who raiſe this Scandal are as much guilty of , though they hide it under the Vizard of Hypocriſie and a pretended SanCtity ; ) We declare that ( accor- 
ding to the Precepts of our Religion , which teach-us Obedience, Temperance, and the ſtriftelt Rules of Vertue , ( and according to the Directions of His 
Majeſtie*s royal Proclamation in the year 1660. ) We will endeavour, with as much Zeal, to ſuppreſs all Profaneneſs and Debauchery ; And, to that purpoſe , 
we do reſolve, agree and order, that the ſeveral Laws following ſhall with all Severity be put in Execution in every part of this County. | 


I. WE will with all diligence, according to the Directions of the Statutes made in the 2 1. year of King Fames, and 3. of King Charles, unſh allprofane 
Swearers and Curſers, which give ſo great an Offence to Religion, and which we acknowledge to be the common Sin of our Age; And, becauſe diſorderly 


Alehouſes are moſt commonly the Rendezyouz of profane, debauched and leud perſons, 


Il. WE &o therefore order and agree, That all ſach Alchouſe-keepers as ſhall permit or ſuffer any ſuch profane or leud perſons to fit Tipling in their hou- 
ſes, ſhall be carefully ſuppreſſed, in every part of this County : And we do reſolve, That, in the licenſing and allowing Alehouſes, we will ſtrictly 'ob- 
ſerve the Directions of the Laws made in the Fifth year of King Edward the Sixth , the 1. 4. and 7. of King Fames. 


III. AND wedo farther order and agree, That no perſons ſhall be permitted to keep Alehouſes, who ſhall not, every Sunday, repair to their Pariſh-church, 
and there abide ſoberly, and orderly, during the whole time of Divine Service; and ſhall not likewiſe produce a Certificate, that they have, at leaſt twice in 
the year laſt paſt, received the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, according to the uſage of the Church of England. 


_ IV. AND wedo farther order and agree , That, at all our monthly Meetings, we will ſtrictly require all Conſtables, Churchwardens and Tithingmen, to 
preſent unto us, upon Oath, all Drunkards and ſuch as ſhall remain Tipling in Alchouſes at unſeaſonable times , according to the Directions of the Laws made 
in the fourth and one and twentieth years of King James. 


AND we would have all thoſe Schiſmatical, Faftious People, who upbraid us with the Countenancing Debauchery and Leudneſs, to look back upon the 
late tnnes, and they will find it was their Schiſm and Rebellion (and which was prologued with ſuch an Entry as this too) which firft weakened, and at laſt 
broke down, the Banks of Government, and let in upon us a Deluge of Profaneneſs and Irreligion. | | 

AND though they call themſelves now the Sober Party , It is evident, they take the ſame Methods again , and would ( if it were poſlible ) bring us into 
the ſame Confuſion, | !
